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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


During  the  present  fiscal  year  the  Provisional  Charters  were  granted  to  4  companies  (l  existing 
and  3  new  companies)  with  a  total  mileage  of  93  miles  and  40  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of 
5,200,000  2/€n  ;  8  cases  of  applications  for  provisional  charters  were  rejected  with  a  total  mileage  of  237 
miles  and  62  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  15,250,000  yen.  Eighteen  provisional  charters  granted 
to  18  companies  (3  existing  and  15  new  companies)  whh  a  total  niileage  of  354  miles  and  34  chains  and 
with  an  aggregate  capital  of  15,442,300  yen  became  void  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  there 
are  27  provisional  charters  granted  to  27  different  companies  (4  existing  and  23  new  companies)  with 
a  total  mileage  of  793  miles  and  36  chains  and  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  47,150,000  ytn. 

The  Definite  Charters  were  granted  to  3  companies  (2  existing  and  i  new  companies)  with  a  total 
mileage  of  7  miles  and  34  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  246,980  yen,  and  6  companies  were  wound 
up  with'an  aggregate  mileage  of  244  miles  and  75  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  15,230,000  yen. 
Of  these,  3  companies  with  a  total  mileage  of  96  miles  and  66  chains  were  amalgamated  witli  other 
companies  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  are  50  joint  stock  railway  companies  with 
a  total  mileage  of  3,810  miles  and  70  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  274,165,000  yen. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  Government  and  the  Private  Railways  was  5,854  miles  and  46  chains 
(of  these,  2,043  miles  and  56  chains  belong  to  the  Government  and  3,810  miles  and  70  chains  to  tlie 
Private) ;  and  the  aggregate  capital  cf  the  Government  Railways  was  186,603,544  yen,  and  that  of  the 
Private,  274,165  000  yen,  making  in  all  460,768,544  ytn. 

Of  the  above  mentioned  total  mileage  4,026  miles  and  16  chains  are  open  to  traffic  (the  Govern- 
ment lines  are  1,059  miles  and  48  chains,  and  the  Private,  2,966  miles  and  48  chains)  and  the  cost  of 
construction  of  these  lines  amounted  to  303,394,254  yen  (of  which  100,590,209  yen  belong  to  the 
Government  and  202,804,045  yen  to  the  Private  lines).  Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of 
the  previous  year,  it  shows  a  decrease  of  249  miles  and  3  chains  in  tlie  total  mileage,  and  a  decrease  of 
639.379  3/^"  hi  the  total  capital,  and  an  increase  of  171  miles  and  11  chains  in  traffic  mileage  and  an 
increase  of  26,590,352  yen  in  the  cost  of  construction  of  lines  open  to  traffic. 

The  rolling-stock  comprised  1,350  locomotives,  4,529  passenger  carriages  and  19,774  goods 
wagons.  Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  locomotives  show  an  increase 
of  71,  carriages  of  113,  wagons  of  1,483. 
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The  running  mileage  of  the  locomotives  was3  4,137,514  miles.  Fuel  consumed  was  1,329,948,838 
pounds  of  coal,  28,892.438  hohu  of  crude  petroleum  and  8,154.506  hoku  of  oils,  costing  in  all  4,000,573 
yen.  Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  preceding  year,  the  running  mileage  of  the  loco- 
motives shows  an  increase  of  2,186,967  miles  or  6.8  per  cent,  and  the  amount  of  coal  consumed  shows 
an  increase  of  1 17,836,929  pounds  or  9.7  per  cent,  that  of  crude  petroleum  a  decrease  of  4,445.035 
holm  or  13.3  per  cent,  and  that  of  oils,  a  decrease  of  2,853.390  Icohu  or  25.9  per  cent. 

The  total  running  mileage  of  trains  was  30,433,500  and  that  of  carriages  and  wagons,  438,520,900. 
Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  preceeding  year  the  train  mileage  shows  an  increase 
of  1,789,689  or  6.2  per  cent  and  the  running  mileage  of  carriages  and  wagons,  an  increase  of  14,366,875 
or  3.4  per  cent. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  was  111,211,208  and  the  passenger  mileage  was  1,899,253,377 
and  receipts  from  passenger  trafific  were  27,587,804  yen.  The  tonnage  of  goods  carried  was  14,409,752. 
The  ton  mileage  was  791,106,994  while  freights  thereof  amounted  to  17,597,977  y^n.  Com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  passengers  shows  a  decrease 
of  2,499,663  or  2.2  per  cent.,  that  of  passenger  mileage,  a  decrease  of  3,788,737  or  0.2  per  cent.,  that  of 
receipts  from  passenger  trafific,  an  increase  of  1,046,342  yen  or  3.9  per  cent,,  that  of  tonnage  of  goodn, 
an  increase  of  8,232  or  o  i  per  cent.,  that  of  ton  mileage,  an  increase  of  58,608,296  or  8  o  per  cent, 
and  that  of  freights,  an  increase  of  2,171,809  yenot  14.1  per  cent. 

Trafific  receipts  at  the  end  of  the  year  covered  by  the  report  amounted  to  48,404,547fycn  and  the 
trafific  expenses  to  23,439,177  yen  leaving  the  balance  of  24,965,370  yen. 

Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  receipts  show  an  increase  of 
3,470,153  yen  or  7.7  per  cent.,  expenses,  an  increase  of  2,715,913  y^if^  or  13.1  per  cent,  and  profit,  an 
increase  of  754,240  yen  or  3.1  per  cent 

The  above  is  a  resume  of  railway  working  during  the  year  under  review.  Particulars  will  be 
mentioned  under  respective  headings.

GOVERNMENT  RAILWAYS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  mileage  of  the  Government  railways  opened  to  trafHc  was  1,059 
miles  and  48  chains  while  984  miles  and  8  chains  were  under  construction. 

The  Construction  expenses  of  the  lines  opened  to  traffic  amounted  to  100,590,209  yen  and  those 
of  the  lines  under  construction  amounted  to  22,328,022  yen.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


PROVISIONAL  CHARTERS. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year  8  Provisional  Charters  were  granted  to  5  companies  (4  existing  and 
1  new  company)  with  a  total  mileage  of  93  miles  and  67  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  7,845,917 
yen;  9  cases  of  applications  for  Provisional  Charters  were  rejected,  with  a  total  niileage  of  268  miles 
and  12  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  22,500,000  yen.  Two  Provisional  Charters  granted  to  2 
companies  (new  companies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  61  miles  and  2  chains  and  with  an  aggregate  capital 
of  3,200,000  yen,  became  void,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  there  are  22  Provisional  Charters 
granted  to  19  different  companies  (9  existing  and  10  new  companies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  448  miles 
and  66  chains  and  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  27,100,917  yen. 

DEFINITE  CHARTERS. 

Six  Definite  Charters  were  granted  to  4  companies  (3  existing  and  1  new  companies),  with  a  total 
mileage  of  80  miles  and  37  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  2,966,698  yen,  and  5  companies  (1  exist- 
ing and  4  new  companies),  were  wound  up,  with  an  aggregate  mileage  of  154  miles  and  75  chains  and 
an  aggregate  capital  of  8,250,000  ym,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  are  46  joint 
stock  railway  companies  (41  existing  and  5  new  companies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  3,608  miles  and  79 
chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  270,700,000  yen. 

RAILWAY  MILEAGE. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  Government  Railways  was  2,081  miles  and  2  chains,  and  tliat  of  the  Pri- 
vate 3,608  miles  and  79  chains,  making  in  all  5,690  miles  and  1  chain.  The  mileage  open  for  traffic 
was  4,495  miles  and  47  chains,  of  which  1,344  miles  and  70  chains  belong  to  the  Government  Rail- 
ways and  3,150  miles  and  57  chains  to  tlie  Private,  leaving  a  total  of  1,194  miles  and  34  chains  of 
railway  to  be  constructed  in  the  future.  Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year, 
an  increase  of  258  miles  and  11  chains  is  shown  in  the  mileage  open. 

COST  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  of  both  the  Government  and  the  Private  Railways  amounted  to 
365,977,973  yen,  of  which  sum  1.39,366,330  yen  was  for  the  Government  Railways  and  226,61 1,643  ye/!  for 
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the  Private.  Compared  witli  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  27,031,181 
yen  is  sliown  in  the  total  cost. 

ROLLING-STOCK. 

During  the  year,  116  engines,  237  passenger  carriages,  and  1,276  wagons  were  added  to  the  rolling 
stock  of  railways,  making  a  total  number  of  1,544  engines,  5,101  passenger  carriages  and  22,735  wagons, 
of  which,  513  engines,  1,447  passenger  carriages,  and  6,286  wagons  belong  to  the  Government  Rail- 
ways and  1,031  engines,  3,628  passenger  carriages,  and  16,449  wagons  to  the  Private. 

ENGINE-MILEAGE. 

The  engine-mileage  run  by  the  Government  Railways  Avas  11,651,043  miles  and  that  of  the  Private 
27,098,443  miles,  making  in  all  38,749,486  miles,  being  an  increase  of  2,995,757  miles  over  the  pre- 
vious year. 

CARRIAGE  AND  WAGON  MILEAGE. 
The  carriage  and  wagon  mileage  run  by  the  Government  Railways  was  153,122,849  miles  and  that 
of  the  Private  361,781,284  miles,   making  in  all   514,904,133  mile?,  being  an  increase  of  42,750,260 
miles  over  the  previous  year. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  total  train  mileage  was  34,294,358  miles,  of  which  10,168,977  miles  were  run  by  the  Govern- 
ment Railways  and  24,125,379  miles  by  the  Private,  showing  an  increase  of  2,228,279  miles  over  the 
previous  year. 

FUEL. 

The  total  amount  of  coal  consumed  by  the  Government  railways  was  222,439  tons  and  that  of  the 
Private,  463,229  tons,  making  in  all  685,668  tons,  and  showing  an  increase  of  50,546  tons  over  the 
previous  year.  During  the  same  period,  oil  and  grease  amounting  to  2,791  koku  (I  /■o/a<=39.7  gallons) 
were  also  consumed  by  the  Government  Railways  and  4,778  koku  by  the  Private,  being  a  decrease  of  58 
koku  over  the  previous  year. 

PASSENGER  TRAFFIC. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  Government  Railways  was  34,008,286  and  that  of  the 
Private,  79,861,798,  making  in  all  113,870,084,  an  increase  of  3,851,583  over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  passenger  traffic  amounted  to  30,455,562  yen,  of  which  sum  12,592,919 
yen  was  from  the  Government  Railways  and  17,862,643  from  the  Private,  an  increase  of  1,837,771  yen 
over  the  previous  year. 
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PASSENGER  MILEAGE. 
The  passenger  mileage  run  on  the  Government  Railways  was  820,551,421  miles,  and  that  of  the 
Private,  1,216,006,245  miles,  making  in  all  2,036,557,666  miles,  being  an  increase  of  162,965,867  miles 
over  the  previous  year. 

GOODS  TRAFFIC. 

The  quantity  of  goods  carried  on  the  Government  Railways  was  3,492,622  tons  and  that  of  the 
Private,  14,268,690  tons,  making  in  all  17,761,312  tons,  and  showing  an  increase  of  1,638,641  tons  over 
jthe  previous  year. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  goods  traffic  amounted  to  18,771,410  yen,  of  which  sum  5,708,848  yen 
waS' from  the  Government  Railways  and  13,062,562  yen  from  the  Private,  showing  an  increase  of  1,565,263 
yen  over  the  previous  year. 

GOODS  MILEAGE. 

The  goods  mileage  run  on  the  Government  Railways  was  285,015,451  miles  and  that  of  the  Private, 
740,797,455  miles,  making  in  all  1,026,412,906  miles,  an  increase  of  1 17,005,936  miles  over  the  previous 
year. 

EARNINGS. 

The  total  earnings  from  the  traffic  amounted  to  55,581,325  yen,  of  which  sum  20,109,115  yen  was 
from  the  Government  Railways  and  35,472,210  yen  from  the  Private,  an  increase  of  3,900,530  yen  over 
the  previous  year. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  amounted  to  26,271,502  yen,  of  whicli  sum  9,896,901  yen 
was  for  the  Government  Railways  and  10,374,601  yen  for  the  Private,  an  increase  of  1,002,114  yen 
over  the  previous  year. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  Government  Railways  were  10,212,214  yen,  and  that  of  the  private, 
19,097,609  yen,  making  in  all  29,309,803  yen,  an  increase  of  2,898,416  yen  over  the  previous  year. 

STAFF  AND  EMPLOYES. 
At  the  end  of  this  year  the  staff  and  employes  of  hoth  the  Government  and  the  Private  Railways 
comprised  487  officers,  65,479  general  employes,  and  1   foreign  employe,  in   all  65,967.    Compared  with 
the  previous  year  the  number  of  officials  shows  a  decrease  of  8,  and  general  employes  of  833,  making 
in  all  a  decrease  of  841. 
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CHARTEKS. 

Definite  Charters  Granted  :— Definite  Charters  were  granted  to  4  companies  with  a  total  mile- 
age of  80  miles  and  37  chains  and  a  total  capital  of  2,966,698  yen.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 


LEGAL  PROVISIONS. 
On  March  lltli,  1904,  by  Law  No.  53,  "The  Railway  Mortgage  Law"  was  Promulgated. 

PROVISIONAL  CHARTERS. 
During  the  present  fiscal  year  2  Provisional  Charters  were  granted  to  2  companies  (1  existing  and 
1  new  company)  with  a  total  mileage  of  39  miles  and  14  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  4,793,000 
yen;  1  case  of  applications  for  Provisional  Charters  was  rejected,  with  a  total  mileage  of  44  miles  and 
an  aggregate  capital  of  3,.500,000  yen.  Four  Provisional  Charters  granted  to  4  companies  (3  existing 
and  1  new  companies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  93  miles  and  59  chains  and  with  an  aggregate  capital 
of  5,785,000  yen,  became  void,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  there  are  15  Provisional  Charters 
granted  to  15  different  companies  (5  existing  and  10  new  companies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  377  miles 
and  24  chains  and  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  23,700,917  yen. 

DEFINITE  CHARTERS. 
Ten  Definite  Charters  were  granted  to  5  existing  companies  with  a  total  mileage  of  146 
miles  and  49  chains  and  an  aggregate  capital  of  9,443,065  yen,  and  7  companies  (4  existing  and  3 
new  companies),  were  wound  up,  with  an  aggregate  mileage  of  172  miles  and  53  chains  and  an  aggregate 
capital  of  8,610,000  yen,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  are  39  joint  stock  railway 
companies  (37  existing  and  2  new  comp.inies),  with  a  total  mileage  of  3,519  miles  and  29  chains  and 
an  aggregate  capital  of  279,841,800  yen. 

RAILWAY  INSPECTIONS. 
The  number  of  inspections  made  l)y  the  Bureau  during  the  year  was  61,  of  which  33  relating  to 
road  and  newly  built  rolling  .stock,  2  to  train  accidents,  :ind  26  to  traffic,  nuiintenaiice  of  way  and  rol- 
ling stock  in  general.    711  instructions  requiring  sj)ecial  attention  in  regard  to  the  improvements  were 
given,  of  which  82  to  the  (liovernment  Railways  and  629  to  the  Private. 

RAILWAY  MILEAGE. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  Government  Railways  was  2,080  miles  and  8  chains,  and  tliat  of  the  Pri- 
vate 3,519  miles  and  29  chains,  making  in  all  5,599  miles  and  37  chains.  Tlie  mileage  open  for  traffic 
was  4,693  miles  and  46  chains,  of  which  1,461  miles  and  38  chain.s  belong  to  the  G)vcrnment  Rail- 
ways and  3,232  miles  and  K  chains  to  the  Private,  leaving  a  total  of  905  miles  and  71  ciiains  of  rail- 
way to  be  constructed  in  the  future.  Compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  an 
increase  of  197  miles  and  79  chains  is  shown  in  the  mileage  open.

COST  OF  CONSTRUC^TION. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  of  l)otli  the  Government  and  tlie  Private  Ruilwnys  amounted  to 
393,108,203  yev,  of  which  sum  152,103,298  yen  was  for  the  Government  Railways  and  241,004,905  yen 
for  the  Private.  Compared  with  tlie  corresponding  figures  of  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  27,130,230 
yen  is  shown  in  the  total  cost. 

ROLLING-STOCK. 

During  the  year,  100  engines,  141  passenger  carriages,  and  1,673  wagons  were  added  to  the  rolling 
stock  of  railways,  making  a  total  number  of  1,G44  engines,  5,242  passenger  carriages  and  24,408  wagons, 
of  whicli,  552  engines,  1,576  passenger  carriages,  and  7,018  wagons  belong  to  the  Government  Railways 
and  1,092  engines,  3,666  passenger  carriages,  and  17,390  wagons  to  the  Private. 

ENGINE-MILEAGE. 

The  engine-mileage  run  by  the  Government  Railways  was  11,194,396  miles  and  that  of  the  Private 
27,913,422  miles,  making  in  all  39,107,818  miles,  being  an  increase  of  358,332  miles  over  the  previous  year. 

CARRIAGE  AND  WAGON  MILEAGE. 

The  carriage  and  wagon  mileage  run  by  the  Government  Railways  was  152,731,167  miles  and  that 
of  the  Private  373,608,827  miles,  making  in  all  526,339,994  miles,  being  an  increase  of  11,435,861  miles 
over  the  previous  year. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  total  train  mileage  was  34,334,019  mile.-i,  of  which  9,649,450  miles  were  run  by  the  Government 
Railways  and  24,684,569  miles  by  the  Private,  showing  an  increase  of  39,661  miles  over  the  previous  year. 

FUEL. 

The  total  amount  of  coal  consumed  by  the  Govei'nment  railways  was  217,565  tons  and  that  of  the 
Private,  491,673  ton.s,  making  in  all  709,238  ton.s,  and  showing  an  increase  of  23,570  tons  over  the 
previous  year.  During  the  same  period,  oil  and  grease  amounting  to  2,662  koku  (1  /,'oZ-h=39.7  gallons) 
were  also  consumed  by  the  Government  Railways  and  4,051  koku  by  the  Private,  being  a  decrease  of  856 
kohl  over  the  jirevious  year. 

PASSENGER  TRAFFIC. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  Government  Railways  was  28,828,711  and  that  of  the 
Private,  75,225,481,  making  in  all  104,054,192,  a  decrease  of  9,815,892  over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  passenger  traffic  amounted  to  29,819,277  yen,  of  which  sum  11,874,184  yen  was 
from  the  Goverimient  Railways  and  17,945,093  from  the  Private,  a  decrease  of  636,285  yen  over  the  previous 
year. 

PASSENGER  MILEAGE. 
The  passenger  mileage  run  on  the  Government  Railways  was  822,247,377  miles,  and  that  of  the 
Private,  1,339,865,231  miles,  making  in  all  2,162,112,608  miles,  being  an  increase  of  125,554,942  miles 
over  the  previous  year. 
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GOODS  TRAFFIC. 

The  quantity  of  goods  carried  on  the  Government  Railways  was  3,677,453  tons  and  that  of  the 
Private,  15,576,409  tons,  making  in  all  19,253,862  tons,  and  .showing  an  increase  of  1,492,550  tons  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  goods  traffic  amounted  to  24,541,330  yen,  of  which  sum  7,507,740  yen 
was  from  the  Government  Railways  and  17,033,590  yen  from  the  Private,  showing  an  increase  of  5,769,920 
yen  over  the  previous  year, 

GOODS  MILEAGE. 

The  goods  mileage  run  on  the  Government  Railways  was  348,855,105  miles  and  that  of  the  Private, 
839,400,913  miles,  making  in  all  1,188,256,018  miles,  an  increase  of  161,843,112  miles  over  the  previous 
year. 

EARNINGS. 

The  total  earnings  from  the  traffic  amounted  to  58,944,848  yen,  of  which  sum  21,406,137  yen  was 
from  the  Government  Railways  and  37,538,711  yen  from  the  Private,  an  increase  of  3,363,523  yen  over 
the  previous  year. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  amounted  to  26,639,212  yen,  of  which  sum  9,463,971  yen  was 
for  the  Government  Railways  and  17,175,241  yen  for  the  Private,  an  increase  of  367,710  yen  over  tlie 
previous  year. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  Government  Railways  were  11,942,166  yen,  and  that  of  the  private, 
20,363,470  ye)i,  making  in  all  32,305,636  yen,  an  increase  of  2,995,813  yen  over  the  previous  year. 

STAFF  AND  EMPLOYES. 

At  the  end  of  this  year  the  staff  and  employe's  of  both  the  Government  and  the  Private  Railways 
comprised  429  officers,  and  66,079  general  employes,  in  all  66,508.  Compared  with  the  previous  year 
the  number  of  officials  shows  a  decrease  of  4X,  and  general  employes  an  increase  of  590,  showing  a  net 
increase  of  542.
